Air Institute Examines 
Claims In Outer Space 

' The sovereignty of outer space was analysed by Mr. P.K. Roy, Chief of the Legal 
Bureau of the International Civil Aviation Organization, at a meeting of the Astro* 
nautical Society of Canada last Tuesday night. 



The main questions discussed 
at this meeting, attended by the 
Graduate students of the insti- 
tute of Air and Space Law, were 
"Where does outer space begin" 
and "Has a space craft a right 
of transit over a State's territo- 
ry?" 

LIMIT 

Roy suggested that outer space 
should begin 200 miles from the 
surface of the earth and that 
this distancé should be reviewed 
from time, to time in the light 
of newly acquired knowledge. 
Any satellite or spacecraft out- 
side that limit would not be 
infringing the sovereignty of the 
Slate beneath. 

As, however, some of the re- 
cent satellites have been orbiting 
the earth at distances within 200 
miles of its surface, the second 
problem becomes < important. 

A United Nations committee 
has suggested that the failure of 
States to protest against these 
flights indicates the inception of 
a new rule of customary interna- 
tional law to the effect that 
satellites used for peaceful pur- 
poses have a right of transit over 
a State's territory.. 

LEGAL STATUS 

Roy went on to discuss the 
legal status of outer space itself, 
the most recent of which were 
put forward by the International 
Law Association's conference at 
Hambourg this year. A resolu- 
tion was passed to the effect 
that outer space should only be 
used for peaceful purposes and 
that it should not be subject to 
the sovereignly or exclusive 
rights of any State. 
'. The resolution went on to re-

Drapeau Visits McGill 

Two significant factors emerged from yesterday's 
vi.sit of mayoralty candidate Jean Drapeau to the Mc- 
Gill University campus.

Yesterday, however, at a Debating Union sponso- 
red meeting, some 350 McGill students conducted 
themselves with a dignity befitting college students. 
Tiie session was orderly, the. questions were intelligent 
as well as pertinent, and Mr. Drapeau generally was 
treated with the respect due a public personality of 
hie stature. 

We hope this marks a iiew trciul at McGill: we 
commend both the Debatii':4SJnion and those students 
who attended the meeting, 

A second point of . interest deriving from the 
meeting concerns M, Drapeau. This man, as most stu- 
dents are aware, has deyoted his life to a dynamic and 
varied career in provincial and municipal politics. 
He has been the central figure in numerous contro- 
versies, and as a result is always a target for loaded 
and embarrassing tiuestions, e.<y)ecially from gathe- 
rings such as yesterday's. 

Mr. Drapeau left himself open for any and all 
questions concerning the current municipal elections. 
He received several interesting challenges on this sub- 
pect, and one or two on other subjects. He gave, on 
the whole, direct replies and conducted himself dex- 
trously. Mr. Drapeaii demopstrated his ability as a 
politician in providing an interesting and informative 
nooh-hour discussion.

OFFENCE STRESSED 

Althoiigh the defcn.se is still primarily concerned with reaction 
the new defensive philosophy is based on a novel t\yist in the old 
adage. that the best defence is a Rood offence. The result.Has been 
a development u£ offensive strategy in defensive footbalL Linemen 
rarely remain static and linebackers move in.ond out of the line 
preventing the other team from operating against a set defense. 

In many instances defensive players, instead of reacting to an 
offensive pattern, will act in -a prc-detcrmined manner cither to 
catch the offensive unprepared or to influence play direction, Tho 
only defect Is thai comniilancc results in a defensive weakness 
which can be exploited by short offences. As a result, defensive 
halfbacks must never commit themselves and are taught solely to 
react. " 

Developing, a 'complete set of reactions , requires repetitions. 
The same stimulus is presented to the halfback repeatedly and he 
is told to react In a certain manner. Thus before the season 
every conceivable pass pattern is thrown at the prospective candidate. 

Before each game the patterns of the opposing teams' and 
tho characteristics of each opposing player are studied carefully 
enabling the defensive halfbacks to react in the . safest possible 
manner. * . 

THREE METHODS 

There are three basic methods of defending against the pass. 
The half back;-can. either cover a specific zone, a specific man or 
attempt a combination of the two. The system adopted will depend 
upon the experience and ability o[ the pcrsoncl and' that of the 
opposing team, McGill's halfbacks cover a specific man,' which at 
the moment is the most pragmatic arrangement. 

Good defensive halfback are difficult to find. They must be 
last enough to cover a receiving end and still be strotu enough 
to stop plunging fullbacks. You can usually recognize an expe- 
rienced backliy the equipment he wears. Th6y usually^ear lighter 
shoulders pads, .and often play without either- thighs or kidney 
pads. Knowing -that speed Is essential they avoid being hampered 
by extra- padding. ,.• / . ,.r - •. 

The main, problem -in. coilesê'' football- b' that coaches are 
forced lo imprint in two months the lessons which it normally takes 
five years, to learn adcouatciy. Needless to say, defensive halfback 
.is:never adequately staffed, on college football teams. Fortunately, 
passing snd pass- receiving. are still- in. the fatal stages at the 
college level. . ■ 

TIME ESSENTIAL 

° The problem is always time. It is impossible to train a defensive 
halfback in three weeks to a month. Because of Coach Bruce Coul 
ter's new platooning system the experienced men must be used 
on offciicc. On defence, where lie has experience, tlicre is no 
speed, and vice versa. The personci being used, although naturally 
talented, has inevitably made mistakes. These mistakes will un- 
doubtedly reappear during the season but the secret of success 
is to minimize them. He - nas gambled on these new..--^ - 

. Coach Coulter, and old defensive halfback himself, has taught 
his charges as well as may be expected. On them he must depend 
as the pressure of the remaining schedule renders substantial 
personel changes impossible. We hope their gamble pays off, for, 
as they go^ so go the Redmen,
